Dear Mr. Pfeiffer: 

This is an interim response to the request for information that you sent to the Department of 
Energy (DOE) under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. You requested: 

DOEs current procedures (or guidance) to process FOIA requests; review them 
for classified material; and redact info through application of FOIA exemption 
categories. 2) Any memos associated with the current guidance that discuss the 
procedures or discuss any concerns associated with the processing of FOIA 
requests, the identification of classified material, and the application of 
exemptions. 3) Any internal reports on the handling of FOIA requests, 
identification of classified info, and application of exemptions in the agency 
produced in the last two years, such as annual reports. 

Your request has been assigned to the Office of Public Information (MA-46) to conduct a search 
of its files for responsive documents. Upon completion of the search and the review of any 
documents located, you will be provided a response. 

In your letter, you requested a waiver of all fees associated with the processing of this request. 
For purposes of assessment of any fees, you have been categorized under the DOE regulation 
that implements the FOIA at Title 10, Code of Federal Regulations (CFR), Section 1004.9(b)(2), 
as an “educational” requestor. Requestors in this category are charged fees for duplication only 
and are provided 100 pages at no cost. At this time, it has not been determined if fees will 
exceed $15.00, the minimum amount at which DOE assesses fees. For this reason, a 
determination on the waiver of fees has not been made. If it is determined that fees will exceed 
our standard allowance, your fee waiver request will be addressed at that time.
